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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Public Utilities Co mmissio n o f Ohio 
has asked a Franklin Co unty judge to 
quit meddling in what it sees as no ne o f 
the judge’s business. 
The PUCO asked J udge William T. 
Gillie to rescind a restraining o rder he 
issued Thursday which pro hibits Co ­ 
lumbia Gas o f Ohio fro m charging 
residential co nsumers fo r a part o f the 
ex tra co st inv o lv ed in getting gas fo r 
industrial and co mmercial custo mers. 
The PUCO said it has so le ju­ 
risdictio n o v er such matters, and that 
the co urt was intruding. 
PUCO spo kesman Paul Richards 
said the new co urt filings are no t in­ 
tended to pit the PUCO against co n­ 
sumers, but instead are aimed at the 
legal precedents which co uld result if 
the suit pro ceeds. 
“ We think it wo uld set a really bad 
precedent to hav e a co mmo n pleas 
co urt acting o n a rate increase,” 
Richards said. 
“ Ev ery time the co mmissio n ruled 
o n a rate increase, so meo ne co uld run 
do wn to the lo cal co mmo n pleas co urt 
and get a restraining o rder,” he said. 
‘‘It wo uld just be chao s.” 
J udge Gillie last week by passed a 
PUCO o rder and blo cked Co lumbia 
fro m billing all its users fo r high- 
priced unregulated natural gas pur­ 
chased fo r industrial and co mmercial 
custo mers. 
Co lumbia bo ught the gas to supply 
industries which might o therwise be 
curtailed during natural gas sho rt­ 


ages. 
The 
gas 
co mpany 
said 
residential custo mers sho uld help pay 
fo r the gas because they benefit fro m 
the preserv atio n o f jo bs. 


The PUCO said it wo uld no t interfere 
with Co lumbia's billing plan. 
But the 
Franklin 
Co unty 
co urt 
stepped in after Atty . Gen. William J . 
Bro wn filed suit to sto p Co lumbia. 
Bro wn argued that “ residential cus­ 
to mers do no t need the gas, they will 
no t use it, and they sho uld no t hav e to 
pay fo r it.” 


Gillie issued the restraining o rder to 
sto p the pass-thro ugh until a full 
hearing scheduled March 2. 
In its filing Friday , the PUCO asked 
permissio n to interv ene in Bro wn’s 
lawsuit and petitio ned Gillie to dismiss 
the case co mpletely . 
In a statement issued by the PUCO 
Friday night, the co mmissio n said 
it entered the case “ so its interests 
wo uld be represented. The co mmissio n 
mo v ed to dismiss the case o n the 
gro unds that it inv o lv es the lawfulness 
o f utility charges o r rates. 
“ The PUCO was established by the 
General Assembly to reso lv e utility 
rate matters, and therefo re the co urt 
do es no t hav e jurisdictio n,” the 
co mmissio n said. 
Richards said tho se unhappy with 
the PUCO’s o rder can petitio n the 
PUCO fo r a rehearing. If that is 
refused, he said, they hav e the right 
under present law to appeal to the Su­ 
preme Co urt.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is preparing to renew co nsideratio n o f 
legislatio n that wo uld terminate fo ur 
declaratio ns o f natio nal emergency 
dating back to the 1933 Depressio n but 
still in effect to day . 
A hearing is scheduled befo re the 
Senate 
Go v ernment 
Operatio ns 
Co mmittee o n Wednesday o n bills that 
wo uld term inate the em ergency 
measures. 
The witnesses will be Sens. Charles 
McC. Mathias, R-Md., and Frank 
Church, D-Idaho , co chairmen o f a 
special Senate co mmittee established 
in 197 3 to study the effects o f emergen­ 
cy pro clamatio ns. 
The special co mmittee identified 47 0 
pro v isio ns o f federal law that giv e the 
president ex trao rdinary po wers, o r­ 
dinarily ex ercised by Co ngress, in 
time o f war o r natio nal emergency . 
Under such emergency po wers, the 
president may seize pro perty , institute 
martial law, seize and co ntro l tran­ 
spo rtatio n 
and 
co m m unicatio ns, 
o rganize and co ntro l the means o f pro ­ 
ductio n and restrict trav el. 
One such emergency o rder was 
terminated o n Thursday by President 
Fo rd. Fo rd signed a pro clamatio n 
lifting a 34-y ear-o ld o rder, signed by 
President Franklin D. Ro o sev elt, 
which 
sent 
112,000 
J apanese- 
Americans into internment camps 
during Wo rld War II. 
With a state o f co nstant emergency 
legally in effect since March 9 , 1933, 
so me emergency autho rity has be­ 
co me a part o f day -to -day go v ernment 
o peratio ns. 
To allo w time to write ro utine 
autho rities still needed into new laws, 
the Ho use-passed bill wo uld no t 
beco me effectiv e fo r two y ears.

“ We’v e been wo rking o n sev eral 
unso lv ed civ il rights murders fo r a 
number o f y ears,” Atty . Gen. Bill 
Bax ley to ld news repo rters Friday as 
he anno unced the arrest o f the three 
men, each o f who m had been indicted 
o nce befo re in co nnectio n with racial 
v io lence. 
Earlier in the week, Bax ley said his 
o ffice 
also 
has 
reo pened 
an 
in­ 
v estigatio n into the bo mbing o f a 
Birmingham church in 1963 that to o k 
the liv es o f fo ur y o ung black girls. 
Altho ugh there Is no “ direct co n­ 
nectio n” 
between 
the 
two cases, 
Bax ley said, they are “ bo th Klan- 
related.” 
Bax ley said that Willie Edwards J r. 
apparently was the v ictim o f mistaken 
identity in the 195 7 slay ing that “ was 
almo st unrepo rted when it happened.” 
Edwards, 25 , who was no t inv o lv ed 
in the civ il rights mo v ement, was 
driv ing a truck to Mo ntgo mery the 
night o f J an. 23, 195 7 , said Bax ley , 
“ when a carlo ad o f Ku Klux Klansmen 
sto pped him.” 
Three mo nths later, Edwards’ bo dy 
was fo und flo ating in the Alabama 
Riv er, a v ictim o f dro wning, Bax ley 
said. 
Edwards' assailants, Bax ley added, 
apparently were seeking ano ther black 
truck driv er who had earlier “ smiled 
at a white wo man," when they sto pped 
Edwards, who was o n the ro ute fo r the 
first time. 
Charged with first-degree murder by 
Bax ley in the Edwards slay ing were 
William Ky le “ So nny ” Liv ingsto n, 38 , 
a bailbo ndsman; J ames Yo rk, 7 3, a 
retired Mo ntgo mery city sanitatio n 
wo rker, and Henry Alex ander, 46, a 


plumbing co ntracto r. All are fro m 
Mo ntgo mery and were held witho ut 
bo nd pending arraignment.

Bo th Mrs. Anderso n and Mrs. Tho ms 
are claiming the o ffice despite a recent 
co urt ruling taking the seat fro m Mrs.

Each admits to being unco mfo rtable 
with the impasse, but bo th say the 
o ther is no t autho rized to ho ld the jo b.

PUCO Wants 
Judge To Rescind 
Gas Rate Order (EtrrlmU? Herald 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
has asked a Franklin County judge to 
quit meddling in what it sees as none of 
the judge’s business. 
The PUCO asked Judge William T. 
Gillie to rescind a restraining order he 
issued Thursday which prohibits Co­ 
lumbia Gas of Ohio from charging 
residential consumers for a part of the 
extra cost involved in getting gas for 
industrial and commercial customers. 
The PUCO said it has sole ju­ 
risdiction over such matters, and that 
the court was intruding. 
PUCO spokesman Paul Richards 
said the new court filings are not in­ 
tended to pit the PUCO against con­ 
sumers, but instead are aimed at the 
legal precedents which could result if 
the suit proceeds. 
“We think it would set a really bad 
precedent to have a common pleas 
court acting on a rate increase,” 
Richards said. 
“Everytime the commission ruled 
on a rate increase, someone could run 
down to the local common pleas court 
and get a restraining order,” he said. 
“It would just be chaos.” 
Judge Gillie last week bypassed a 
PUCO order and blocked Columbia 
from billing all its users for high- 
priced unregulated natural gas pur­ 
chased for industrial and commercial 
customers. 
Columbia bought the gas to supply 
industries which might otherwise be 
curtailed during natural gas short­ 


ages. 
The 
gas 
company 
said 
residential customers should help pay 
for the gas because they benefit from 
the preservation of jobs. 


The PUCO said it would not interfere 
with Columbia's billing plan. 
But the Franklin County court 
stepped in after Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown filed suit to stop Columbia. 
Brown argued that “residential cus­ 
tomers do not need the gas, they will 
not use it, and they should not have to 
pay for it.” 


Gillie issued the restraining order to 
stop the pass-through until a full 
hearing scheduled March 2. 
In its filing Friday, the PUCO asked 
permission to intervene in Brown’s 
lawsuit and petitioned Gillie to dismiss 
the case completely. 
In a statement issued by the PUCO 
Friday night, the commission said 
it entered the case “so its interests 
would be represented. The commission 
moved to dismiss the case on the 
grounds that it involves the lawfulness 
of utility charges or rates. 
“The PUCO was established by the 
General Assembly to resolve utility 
rate matters, and therefore the court 
does not have jurisdiction,” the 
commission said. 
Richards said those unhappy with 
the PUCO’s order can petition the 
PUCO for a rehearing. If that is 
refused, he said, they have the right 
under present law to appeal to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
National Em ergency 
M easure Pondered 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is preparing to renew consideration of 
legislation that would terminate four 
declarations of national emergency 
dating back to the 1933 Depression but 
still in effect today. 
A hearing is scheduled before the 
Senate 
Government 
Operations 
Committee on Wednesday on bills that 
would term inate the emergency 
measures. 
The witnesses will be Sens. Charles 
McC. Mathias, R-Md., and Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, cochairmen of a 
special Senate committee established 
in 1973 to study the effects of emergen­ 
cy proclamations. 
The special committee identified 470 
provisions of federal law that give the 
president extraordinary powers, or­ 
dinarily exercised by Congress, in 
time of war or national emergency. 
Under such emergency powers, the 
president may seize property, institute 
martial law, seize and control tran­ 
sportation and communications, 
organize and control the means of pro­ 
duction and restrict travel. 
One such emergency order was 
terminated on Thursday by President 
Ford. Ford signed a proclamation 
lifting a 34-year-old order, signed by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
which 
sent 
112,000 
Japanese- 
Americans into internment camps 
during World War II. 
With a state of constant emergency 
legally in effect since March 9, 1933, 
some emergency authority has be­ 
come a part of day-to-day government 
operations. 
To allow time to write routine 
authorities still needed into new laws, 
the House-passed bill would not 
become effective for two years. 
Then the bill would term inate 
executive powers stemming from: 
—The 
national 
emergency 
proclaimed by Roosevelt on March 9, 
1933, to cope with the economic crisis 
of the Depression. 
—The Korean conflict emergency 
proclaimed by President Harry S. 
Truman on Dec. 6, 1950. 
—The postal strike emergency 
proclaimed by President Richard M. 
Nixon on March 23, 1970. 
—The 
international 
economic 
emergency Nixon proclaimed on Aug. 
15, 1971, to implement currency 
restrictions and control foreign trade.

m easures, 
future 
presidents could 
proclaim 
new 
em ergencies when they find it 
“ essential to the 
preservation, 
protection and defense of the Con­ 
stitution or to the common defense, 
safety or well being of the territory or 
people of the United States.” 
Any emergency declaration would 
expire after a year, 
unless the 
president specifically continues it by 
notice in the Federal Register. 
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And Congress, by majority vote of 
both branches, could terminate the 
emergency at any time.

Regents Chairman Marvin L. 
Warner said educational programs 
'which are not earning their keep 
should be dropped in the interest of 
stricter cost control in the state higher 
education system. 
“Internal budget procedures need to 
weigh very directly the relative values 
of various instructional programs,” 
Warner said, “and programs need to 
be cut which do not really justify a high 
priority of support " 
He added that a budget procedure 
.should be set up for review of all high 
cost programs and that the board 
should take care not to offer economic 
incentives 
for 
continuation 
of 
“programs of declining demand." 
While Warner emphasized concern 
over “soaring costs and limited state 
income,” Chancellor James A. Norton 
broached the subject of grade in­ 
flation. 
“There’s been some concern that too 
many A’s were being given,” Norton 
said, noting that studies of grade 
variations were underway at several 
universities. 
A report completed by the economic 
department at Ohio University found 
that “in some departments a B is a 
below average grade." The report 
cited average grade levels of 3.1 in 
education and 3.24 in fine arts on a 4.0 
system at OU. 
Norton said the report concluded 
that “grade variations are probably 
too large to be wholly explained by 
legitimate factors.” The overall grade 
average at the Athens campus was 2 82 
last year, the report said. 
Norton emphasized:

statewide level we don’t have any 
evidence that there is grade inflation.” 
The nine-member panel has no 
current plans to look into the question^ 
of grade variations, according to 
Warner and Norton.

portionment on the grounds that it 
omitted several areas of the state and 
discriminated against blacks in some 
areas. The federal courts rather than 
the state courts became involved 
because Jordan's contentions invoked 
federal guidelines on the “one-man, 
one-vote” representation 
The Democratic-controlled board 
then met ami drew up the current plan. 
Challenges to the existing plan have 
been repeatedly struck down by 
Battisti and his rulings have been 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court He 
once found two Republicaas in con­ 
tempt of court for taking a reap­ 
portionment challenge to the Ohio 


Supreme Court. In 1973 the judge

Held In 1957 Rights Slaying 


MONTGOMERY, Ala 
(AP) 
Three men face first-degree murder 
charges for the 1957 Ku Klux Klan 
slaying of a young black truck driver, 
the latest development in a continuing 
investigation into past violence against 
blacks in Alabama. 


“We’ve been working on several 
unsolved civil rights murders for a 
number of years,” Atty. Gen. Bill 
Baxley told news reporters Friday as 
he announced the arrest of the three 
men, each of whom had been indicted 
once before in connecUon with racial 
violence. 
Earlier iii the week, Baxley said his 
office also has reopened an 
in­ 
vestigation into the bombing of a 
Birmingham church in 1963 that took 
Uie lives of four young black girls. 
Although there is no "direct con­ 
nection” between the two cases, 
Baxley said, they are “both Klan- 
related ” 
Baxley said that Willie Edwards Jr. 
apparently was the victim of mistaken 
identity in the 1957 slaying that “was 
almost unreported when it happened .” 
Edwards, 25, who was not involved 
in the civil rights movement, was 
driving a truck to Montgomery the 
night of Jan. 23, 1957, said Baxley, 
"when a carload of Ku Klux Klansmen 
stopped him.” 
Three months later, Edwards’ body 
was found floating in the Alabama 
River, a victim of drowning, Baxley 
said. 
Edwards’ assailants, Baxley added, 
apparently were seeking another black 
truck driver who had earlier "smiled 
at a white woman,” w hen they stopped 
Edwards, who was on the route for the 
first time. 
Charged with first-degree murder by 
Baxley in the Edwards slaying were 
William Kyle “Sonny” Livingston, 38, 
a bailbondsman; James York, 73, a 
retired Montgomery city sanitation 
worker, and Henry Alexander, 46. a 


plumbing contractor All are from 
Montgomery and were held without 
bond pending arraignment 
Alabama 
has 
no 
statute 
of 
limitations on first-degree murder. 
Each of the three men had been 
indicted in connection with an eruption 
of bombings in January 1957, after the 
integration of the Montgomery city bus 
system ordered by the U S. .Supreme 
Court. 
On the night of Jan. IO, 1967, there 
were bombings at four black churches 


and at the homes of two ministers, one 
of whom was black, the other a white 
supporter 
of 
the 
civil 
rights 
movement 
The black minister was the Rev. 
Ralph David Abernathy, now the 
president of the Southern Christian 
leadership Conference 
After I .Kingston was tried and 
acquitted of bombing one of the 
churches, the charges against York 
and Alexander for the bombing of 
Abernathy's home were dropped. 


W om en Both Claim Office 
In County Auditor Dispute

There’s 
a standoff in the county auditor’s office 
between two women Each says she is 
entitled to the job. 
Gwen Anderson and laxma Thoms 
each claim to be Minnehaha County’s 
official bookkeeper They took seats in 
the small auditor’s cubicle at the 
courthouse Friday and waited for the 
other to leave. 
“What do you do when there is a 
telephone call for the auditor?” one 
department employe was asked “ I 
just put a note down between the two of 
them," was the reply. 
Both Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. Thoms 
are claiming the office despite a recent 
court ruling taking the seat from Mrs.

Each admits to being uncomfortable 
with the impasse, but both say the 
other is not authorized to hold the job.

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Moldy Corn Problems 
Found In Swine Herds 


More Corn, Less Beans Likely In f76

Some swine producers in north 
central and northwest Ohio are run­ 
ning into problems feeding 1975-crop 
com. If hogs refuse to eat or sharply 
reduce feed intake of shelled com, it’s 
probably because the com is molded 
by a fungus (Gibberella zeae) which 
produces a toxic substance known as 
vomitoxin. 
According to Dr. Rod Caldwell, plant 
pathologist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, a 
field survey in late fail indicated that 
10 per cent of the fields in north central 
counties had potentially harmful levels 
of Gibberella ear rot with up to 40 per 
cent of the ears infected. 
Caldwell says that the 21-day period 
immediately after com silks is the 
critical stage for mold development. 
As a rule of thumb, you can expect 
Gibberella zeae to infect cornfields if 
there are 7 days of rain during the 3 
weeks after silking and if mean 
temperature is below 73 degrees F, 
The infection will likely reach severe 
levels with 9 days of rainfall and a 
mean temperature below 70 degrees F. 
i/ooking back at the 1975 com 
growing season, Caldwell reports that 
at 
OARDC 
headquarters 
near 
Wooster, there were 10 days of rainfall 
recorded with mean temperature of 
71.6 degrees F. At the Center’s North 
Central Branch near the Erie- 
Sandusky County line, there were 10 
days with rain and mean temperature 
was 72.1 degrees F. The problem 
becomes less severe further west in 
northern Ohio because weather con­ 
ditions were less favorable for mold 
development. At the Center’s Nor­ 
thwestern Branch in Wood County, 7 
days of rainfall were reported during 
the 3 weeks after silking and mean 
temperature was 71.2 degrees. 
CaldweU says that symptoms of the 
disease include a red to pink-colored 
rot developing at the tip of the ear. 
With severe infection, husks and silks 
are cemented tightly to the ear. Often, 


white, cottony fungus growth can be 
seen between kernels as the com 
matures. In severe infections, kernels 
become reddish and shrunken and 
upon close examination, one can 
usually find the white mold growth 
over the germ of the kernel. light 
infections are more difficult to spot- 
usually the lower two-thirds of the 
kernel will be light brown. 


Once com is harvested, shelled, and 
dried to safe storage moisture, there is 
no mold development. But the damage 
has already been done if the com is 
destined for hog feed. Caldwell knows 
of no way to overcome the mold and its 
resulting vomitoxin. 


When hogs eat heavily molded com, 
vomiting is induced and swine will 
thereafter refuse to eat the com. If 
com has fewer molded kernels, there 
will be a reduction in feed intake as the 
hogs find the moldy com unpalatable. 
Caldwell says that you can expect 
complete ref usual of com with more 
than 5 per cent visibly rotted kernels. 
Com with 1-5 per cent visibly infected 
kernels will sometimes be refused but 
usually there will only be a reduction 
in intake. Generally, no problems will 
be encountered when fewer than 1 per 
cent of the kernels show visible 
symptoms. 
What are the alternatives? Swine 
are the only class of livestock sensitive 
to the vomitoxin produced by Gib­ 
berella zeae. Thus, the com can be fed 
to beef or dairy cattle, sheep, or 
poultry. Or the corn can be marketed if 
it’s not in bad condition. 
Caldwell says there is no chemical 
control for Gibberella ear rot. Nor is 
there any known resistance to Gib­ 
berella zeae. However, hybrids vary 
greatly in degree of susceptibility with 
the least susceptibility in hybrids with 
loose open husks which don’t extend 
beyond the end of the ear. 
In planning for next year, Caldwell 
suggests that com growers, especially 
those in northern Ohio, check with 
seedsmen for hybrids with lower 
susceptibility to the fungus. 
Feeder Pig Sales 
Show Price Boom 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - An all- 
time record of $6.7 million was set 
during 1975 at sales of feeder pigs at 
Ohio graded auctions, according to an 
Ohio State University economist. 
Herbert H. Hadley said the total for 
last year exceeds sales during 1974 by 
nearly $3 million, with most of the 
increase coming from higher prices. 
The average price paid per hun­ 
dredweight of feeder pigs sold in 1975 
was $91.30, compared to $48.50 the year 
before. The average price per head at 
$48.30 was up nearly $23, the univer­ 
sity’s extension service market policy 
and livestock marketing specialist 
said.

Soybean Use

M oldy Corn Problems 
Found In Swine Herds 


M ore Corn, Less Beans Likely In f76

Some swine producers in north 
central and northwest Ohio arc run­ 
ning into problems feeding 1975-crop 
com. If hogs refuse to eat or sharply 
reduce feed intake of shelled com, it’s 
probably because the com is molded 
by a fungus (Gibberella zeae) which 
produces a toxic substance known as 
vomitoxin. 
According to Dr. Hod Caldwell, plant 
pathologist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, a 
field survey in late fall indicated that 
IO per cent of the fields in north central 
counties had potentially harmful levels 
of Gibberella ear rot with up to 40 per 
cent of the ears infected. 
Caldwell says that the 21-day period 
immediately after com silks is the 
critical stage for mold development. 
As a rule of thumb, you can expect 
Gibberella zeae to infect cornfields if 
there are 7 days of rain during the 3 
weeks after silking and if mean 
temperature is below 73 degrees F. 
The infection will likely reach severe 
levels with 9 days of rainfall and a 
mean temperature below 70 degrees F. 
looking back at the 1975 com 
growing season, Caldwell reports that 
at

Wooster, there were IO days of rainfall 
recorded with mean temperature of 
71.6 degrees F. At the Center’s North 
Central Branch near the Erie- 
Sandusky County line, there were IO 
days with rain and mean temperature 
was 72.1 degrees F. The problem 
becomes less severe further west in 
northern Ohio because weather con­ 
ditions were lens favorable for mold 
development. At the Center’s Nor­ 
thwestern Branch in Wood County, 7 
days of rainfall were reported during 
the 3 weeks after silking and mean 
temperature was 71.2 degrees.

With severe infection, husks and silks 
are cemented tightly to the ear. Often, 


white, cottony fungus growth can be 
seen between kernels as the com 
matures. In severe infections, kernels 
become reddish and shrunken and 
upon close examination, one can 
usually find the white mold growth 
over the germ of the kernel. light 
infections are more difficult to spot- 
usually the lower two-thirds of the 
kernel will be light brown. 


Once com is harvested, shelled, and 
dried to safe storage moisture, there is 
no mold development. But the damage 
has already been done if the com is 
destined for hog feed. Caldwell knows 
of no way to overcome the mold and its 
resulting vomitoxin. 


When hogs eat heavily molded com, 
vomiting is induced and swine will 
thereafter refuse to eat the com. If 
com has fewer molded kernels, there 
will be a reduction in feed intake as the 
hogs find the moldy com unpalatable. 
Caldwell says that you can expect 
complete ref usual of com with more 
than 5 per cent visibly rotted kernels. 
Com with 1-5 per cent visibly infected 
kernels will sometimes be refused but 
usually there will only be a reduction 
in intake. Generally, no problems will 
be encountered when fewer than I per 
cent of the kernels show visible 
symptoms. 
What are the alternatives'’ Swine 
are the only class of livestock sensitive 
to the vomitoxin produced by Gib­ 
berella zeae. Thus, the com can be fed 
to beef or dairy cattle, sheep, or 
poultry. Or the com can be marketed if 
it’s not in bad condition. 
Caldwell says there is no chemical 
control for Gibberella ear rot. Nor is 
there any known resistance to Gib­ 
berella zeae. However, hybrids vary 
greatly in degree of susceptibility with 
the least susceptibility in hybrids with 
loose open husks which don’t extend 
beyond the end of the ear.

Domestic meal use may 
exceed 14 million tons, up 2 million 
from last year, 
Domestic soybean oil use so far this 
year stands 12 per cent ahead of last 
year, and It may total 7.2 billion 
pounds for the marketing year, 
compared with last year's 6.6 billion. 
Soybean oil exports, however, may 
trail last year's 1.0 billion pounds by a 
fifth, because our soybean oil faces 
tough competition from foreign oils 
and oilseeds. 
Soybean carryover on September I, 
1976 may total in the neighborhood of 
330 million bushels. Although plantings 
for next year are expected down 6 per 
cent, mainly in the com belt where 
price relationships favor com. Sup­ 
plies in 1976-77 look adequate, 
assuming normal yields, because of 
the carryover. 


land fees must be paid, regardless of 
crop prices and weather conditions, 
and they are plunging net incomes 
even lower. 
Ohio produced an average of 92 
bushels of com per acre and 32.5 
bushels of soybeans per acre in 1975. 
With today's high production costs, the 
relationship between soybeans and 
com must be about 2.1 to I for 
producers to realize the same net 
return from each to break even. This is 
based on a yield of 35 bushels of 
.soybeans per acre and HO bushels of 
com. The present 1.8 to I relationship 
is pushing farmers toward planting 
more com. 


A survey conducted among 23 
producers in north-central Ohio 
showed IOO per cent agreement in 
planting more com and less soybeans 
Relatively higher prices for com and 
lower prices for nitrogen fertilizer 
were listed as major decision factors. 
‘‘Nitrogen prices will probably stay 
in the area of 20 to 25 cents,” Rask 
comments. 
Even though fertilizer prices will be 
at reasonable levels, all 23 producers 
said they were planning a four year 
rotation program for their land. They 
feel it’s better for the land and will 
save more money. 
Many expressed concern about an 
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excess of com in 1977. They believe 
that current prices will lead to too 
much com planting this year and will 
result in too large a carryover supply 
going into the following year. 
Some think that government in­ 
tervention will be needed to help 
subsidize crop prices or to lower farm 
input costs such as fuel prices. Few 
saw possibilities of government 
programs for keeping land idle and 
said they would not keep land idle on 
their own 
“ Actually, many farm ers are 
looking for more ground to farm. They 
need to produce more this year in 
order to maintain the incomes they 
had last year,” commented Deraid 
Houk, a full-time grain producer.

14-16 per cent from 1974-75 to 196-199 
short (2,000 lb.) tons, according to a 
report

Department of Agriculture. Expanded 
U.S. livestock and poultry feeding and 
expected record-high exports of 46-52 
million short tons were 
cited 
as 
primary reasons for increased use 
Last summer’s harvest produced an 
increase in market supplies of feed 
grains, most of which will be used up. 
As a result, no appreciable increase in 
U.S. feed grain stocks is anticipated. 
Increased use will likely produce 
some strength in prices even with the 
prospect of increased planting and 
harvest in 1976. Farmers indicated as 
of January I that they intend to plant a 
total of 126 million acres to the four 
feed grains (com , sorghum, oats and 
barley), 3 million acres more than in 
1975. 
Com stocks in all 
positions on 
January I totaled 4.4 billion bushels, 
up a fifth from a year earlier. Since 
total com use will likely be just below 
the 1975 production, a small build-up in 
carryover to around 600 m illion 
bushels is expected this fall. 
Stocks of sorghum on January I 
were up to a fourth from a year earlier 
at 476 million bushels, while barley 
stocks on the same date totaled 277 
million bushels, up a fifth from 1975.

Studies are underway to determine 
how this damage can be prevented, 
laboratory experiments have been 
conducted in the D epartm ent of 
Agricultural Engineering with forced 
air drying to simulate what happens in 
typical batch drying process. Con­ 
trolled temperatures and humidity 
levels in the drying air are used in the 
process 


To evaluate results, cracked bean 
counts were made by visual inspection 
and beans were germination tested. 
“We have learned that each variety 
responds differently,” Nelson says. 


"Do not exceed air temperatures of 130 
degrees F, avoid extrem ely dry air 
(low 
relative 
humidity), 
avoid

The Ohio House of Representatives 
today passed and sent to the Senate a 
proposed state constitutional amend­ 
ment that would allow the state to 
finance freight and passenger railroad 
service and participate in the federal 
rail reorganization plans Conrail and 
Amtrak. If the proposed amendment is 
approved by the Senate, it will then 
appear on the June primary ballot for 
approval by the electorate. 
The proposed amendment, House 
Joint Resolution 85 authored by Toledo 
Representative Arthur Wilkowski, is 
an 
essen tia l 
step 
towards 
the 
restoration 
of 
Ohio’s 
insolvent 
railroads. Under the federal Conrail 
schem e, only major mainline routes 
will be revitalized solely by the federal 
government. 
Other 
mainlines 
and 
secondary lines will be abandoned, 
unless the state joins the federal 
government in financing these rail 
lines. 
The 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment would permit the state 
and its political subdivisions to finance 
federal or state-owned railroad cor­ 
porations, 
thereby

aban­ 
donment of some of these lines 
A bandonm ent would m ean that 
farms and industry dependent upon 
these rail lines would either go out of 
business or relocate elsewhere Either 
alternative would mean a loss of jobs 
for that region.

amendment is also imperative if the 
state is to develop its own, intrastate 
rail passenger system. Such a system 
would link Ohio's major metropolitan 
areas via a high-speed rail service that 
could be a reality in the middle 1980’s.

In addition, mental health patients 
would have the right to a written 
treatment plan, freedom from ex­ 
c e ssiv e 
m edication, 
inform ation 
concerning treatment consequences, 
and refuse treatm ent procedures 
excep t in an em ergency.

In other legislative action this week, 
the House approved a major overhaul 
of Ohio’s voter registration laws. The 
measure. House Bill 56. sponsored by 
R ep resen tative Ike Thompson of 
(leveland, would provide for a system 
of statewide voter registration which 
would help poll workers verify the 
identity of eligible voters and thus 
minimize the possibility of election 
fraud. This provision is designed to 
eliminate Ohio’s outmoded distinction

Presently in Ohio there are dual 
election laws, one for areas that have 
registration of voters, the other for 
areas that have no registration.

Female Equ ality On Cou rse

Many 
progressive schools, with an ey e on 
female equality , are enlisting more 
and more b oy s in required home 
economics courses. 
Take my son’s course in cooking 
(please! he doesn’t want it) — the 
teacher really taught the kids the 
b asics. They learned to make egg rolLs 
and lasagna 
This sort of approach to equality is 
unfair to unlib erated mothers. When 
12-y ear-olds b egin to question family 
policy (“ Why do we have to have 
frozen lasagna?” ) and refuse to do 
homework (“Oh, no y ou don’t - we’ve 
already finished egg rolls for the 
y ear” ), it hurts. 
In Harrison, N.Y., the high school is 
winding up its first course in Bachelor 
living. Seventeen male students were 
taught to cook inexpensive, hearty 
things like hash, to clean up the mess, 
and to sew, patch and press their 
clothes. This is more like it. Still, asked 
b y a New York Times reporter, 
whether they were revving up for a life 
of total equality with wives, the b oy s 
didn't seem to have gotten that 
message. 
He would “share" the work with his 
wife, and even do all of it - “if my wife 
was sick” - said student Mitchell 
Siegel. Asked what he’d do if his wife 
was working, his response was, “I 
hope she doesn’t want to work." (The 
teacher adm itted that the b oy s 
"w eren’t 
interested" 
in 
her 
discussions of changing roles in 
marriage; “They ’re still conditioned 
to think of themselves as students, 
sons and b rothers.") 
While the b oy s learned home sur­ 
vival, girls were offered a course in 
auto mechanics. One little lady 
enlisted, b ut a fellow (male) student 
sy mpathized, “she’s alway s getting 
dirty . It just doesn’t look right." 
These male reactions, in the face of 
educational good intentions, illustrate 
again how far we are from true sexual 
equality . You can lead a man to water, 
b ut can y ou make him mop? You can 
teach a b oy to make egg rolls, b ut can 
y ou b reak him of the “take-out” hab it? 
You can tell a high school student that 
his wife may want a career, b ut will he 
necessarily like it? Mitchell Siegel still 
clung to the wistful notion that his wife 
might not want to work, and it still had 
not permeated his nice noggin that 
housework is not only “work,” b ut the 
roughest and, for many women, the 
most unsatisfy ing kind. 
Under the circum stances of a 
growing Women’s Movement which is 
out to change the traditional male- 
dominance, female-sub m issive a t­ 
titudes of society , it is fortunate that 
U.S. schools are offering the ground­ 
work in b asic home skills for b oy s. 
There is alway s a good chance that b y 
the time they marry , or form a living 
arrangement with a girl, she may b e 
sufficiently imb ued with lib erated zeal 
that she’ll insist upon a helpmeet who 
really helps - rather than just meets at 
the door, demanding a martini. 
However, courses in cooking and 
cleaning undoub tedly are putting the 
cart b efore the horse (the pressure 
cooker b efore the pressure?) in most 
cases of b oy -girl relationships, circa 
1976. From what I have ob served,

males still love girls and like to look up 
at them in their day dreams, and down 
on them in the kitchen. The evolution is 
here, b ut not the revolution in family 
life. 
Dr. Susan Leeson of the Center for 
Constructive Alternatives seminar at 
Hillsdale College last y ear, speculated 
that after centuries of “a division of* 
lab or b ased on phy sical strength as a 
necessary condition of survival,” no 
movement of ardent women is going to 
change social thinking quickly . 
The most damaging aspect, to the 
women’s equality cause, is the

I overheard two people outside the 
coffee shop arguing about whether 
Ashville was founded in 1880 or 1882. At 
first it didn’t seem overly important to 
me, but then I thought how funny it 
would be if everyone celebrated our 
centennial during the wrong year. 
Well, I decided to check it out. 
Arron Van Cleaf’s book, "The 
History of Pickaway County” clearly 
states that Ashville was incorporated 
in 1880. Since his book is a kind of 
gospel for this area, I and everyone 
else always assumed it was true — 
case closed. 
However, it does seem to make sense 
to check the official record of in­ 
corporation. Wouldn’t you know that 
the papers for incorporation, signed by

MIAMI (AP) — A triumphant Ray 
Southerland is home today after 
delicate brain surgery with more to be 
thankful for than his life. 
He says researchers may have found 
a link between the benign tumor 
removed from his brain last week and 
the three different forms of cancer that 
have struck his three sons. 
“ It’s a key. It’s something to work 
with,” Southerland, 37, a Dade County 
policeman, said after returning home 
Thursday to an airport crowd of more 
than 100 police officers, friends, 
relatives and neighbors. 
Southerland said that he, his wife, 
Jane, and their sons will return to the 
National Institute of Health in 
Bethesda, Md., in August for more 
tests. The institute is paying the bill. 
“ They feel they have something,” 
Southerland said. 
He said doctors spent about two 
hours explaining how the different 
cancers might be related, 
but 
Southerland refused to discuss the 
theory, saying he couldn’t explain it 
adequately. 
Researchers told him that somehow 
the cancers “ are all alike but they’re 
all different,” Southerland said. 
Dr. William Blattner, a cancer 
specialist at the institute, was not 
available for comment. 
The Southerlands are the first family 
in which cancer is known to have 
struck three children. Steve, 15, lost a 
leg to bone cancer two years ago. Mi­ 
chael, 11, survived radical surgery for 
a rare cancer in the nerve lining of his 
spine. 
In 1967, their little brother, 4-year- 
old Jeffrey, died of lymphatic 
leukemia the day before Michael's 
cancer was detected.

Man Home 
From Surgery 
On Brain 


MIAMI (A P) — A triumphant Ray 
Southerland is home today after 
delicate brain surgery with more to be 
thankful for than his life. 
He says researchers may have found 
a link between the benign tumor 
removed from his brain last week and 
the three different forms of cancer that 
have struck his three sons. 
“ It’s a key. Ifs something to work 
with," Southerland, 37, a Dade County 
policeman, said after returning home 
Thursday to an airport crowd of more 
than IOO police officers, friends, 
relatives and neighbors. 
Southerland said that he, his wife. 
Jane, and their sons will return to the 
National Institute of Health in 
Bethesda, Md., in August for more 
tests. The institute is paying the bill, 
“ They feel they have something,” 
Southerland said. 
He said doctors spent about two 
hours explaining how the different 
cancers might be 
related, but 
Southerland refused to discuss the 
theory, saying he couldn’t explain it 
adequately. 
Researchers told him that somehow 
the cancers “ are all alike but they’re 
all different,” Southerland said. 
Dr. William Blattner, a cancer 
specialist at the institute, was mg 
available for comment. 
The Southerlands are the first family 
in which cancer is known to have 
struck three children. Steve, 15, lost a 
leg to bone cancer two years ago. Mi­ 
chael, ll, survived radical surgery for 
a rare cancer in the nerve lining of his 
spine. 
In 1967, their little brother, 4-year- 
old Jeffrey, died of lymphatic 
leukemia the day before Michael's 
cancer was detected.

Auto Profits Turn Around 


DETROIT (A P ) — The Ford Motor 
Co. says its U.S. car and truck 
operations lost $100 — before taxes — 
for every vehicle turned out, keeping 
the firm ’s worldwide profits to an 
eightyear low of $323 million 
The U.S. automotive operation is by 
far the biggest part of Ford’s world­ 
wide empire, and the loss was the first 
since Ford went public in 1956, 
The nation’s No. 2 auto maker 
reported Thursday that its earnings 
for the year were down 11 per cent 
from 1974’s already-weak $361 million. 
But profits in the last three months 
of 1975 — $170 million — were nearly 
700 per cent higher than in the same 
period of 1974. 
Analysts said Ford’s finalquarter 
performance, similar to other car 
makers’, was another sign that the 
industry is recovering from its worst 
slump since the Great Depression. 
Auto sales were hurt by the energy 
crisis 
in 1974 and the economic 
recession in 1975. 
Ford's 1975 profits were down 64 per 
cent from 1973’s record $907 million. 


They were the lowest for a nonstrike 
year since 1958. In 1967, a lengthy 
United Auto Workers strike lowered 
profits to $84 1 million.

To H ik e Tuition 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) - Wright State 
University officials are predicting a 
tuition rise by as much as $15 a quarter 
for full-time students as a result of a 
financial squeeze. Full-time students 
now pay $260 a quarter. 


Andrew P. Spiegel, vice president 
and treasurer, said the increase is 
nearly inevitable because state aid 
alone will not cover the needs of in­ 
creasing enrollment. The school now 
has 14,000 full-time students. 


He said the 1976-77 state allotment of 
$16,3 million will not permit the 
university to add enough new faculty 
members for the expected six per cent 
enrollment increase.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Several 
times before 1956, a Texas man named 
John Brent Tarlton was held on 
various charges by local p olice and a 
record of each arrest was sent to the 
FBI 
Each time, an FBI clerk dutifully 
recorded the arrest on Tarlton’s “rap 
sheet” in the FB I’s Washington 
headq uarters. 
Up on req uest, almost any local 
p olice dep artment, judge, p rosecutor, 
bank or p otential federal emp loyer 
would have been p rovided Tarlton’s 
FBI criminal record. 
None of the arrest entries on 
Tarlton’s p re-1956 criminal records 
shows what hap p ened to the initial 
charges. For all the FBI knew, the 
accusations might have been drop p ed. 
Yet, until Friday, the FBI could feel 
free to circulate Tarlton’s "rap sheet” 
to other p olice agencies all over the 
country. 
A federal judge said Friday that the 
time has come for the FBI to insure 
that its 21.4 million criminal files are 
not misused to damage the rep utations 
of p eop le with incorrect or out of date 
p olice records. 
U.S. Dist. Judge I>ewis Smith Jr. 
declined, however, to order the FBI to 
seek out and eliminate all of its old or 
inaccurate data. 
Smith’s decision came as a result of 
a suit filed by Tarlton, who comp lained 
that his file carried arrest records 
more than 20 years old. 
“Balancing p ersonal rights with the 
valid needs of the criminal justice 
system, the court cannot order the 
wholesale exp ungement or non-dis­ 
semination of criminal records not 
meeting an arbitrary yardstick,” the 
judge said. 
Nonetheless, he said, "The FBI 
cannot p roceed undisturbed by the 
serious danger to individuals caused 
by unrep orted disp ositions and ‘stale’ 
files, nor can it totally relegate 
resp onsibility for such deficiencies to 
local agencies and courts,” 
Smith also told the FBI it must: 
—Find a new way to up date years- 
old arrest records that failed to show 
what hap p ened to the initial charge. 
—Pass on challenges to the accuracy 
of FBI criminal records to local p olice 
dep artments and other law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
—Gradually remove entries of all 
less serious offenses like drunkenness, 
vagrancy, traffic violations and 
juvenile crimes from FBI files. The 
judge credited the FBI with already 
starting that task. 
In his 15-p age order, the judge also 
disclosed some interesting facts about 
FBI criminal files. 
For examp le, each work day, 7,000 
federal, state and local p olice agencies 
send in 10,000 fingerp rints for filing 
with the FBI. 
And he said nearly 70 p er cent of the 
FBI files include at least one entry of 
an arrest that fails to show what hap ­ 
p ened to the charges. 
The judge noted an FBI estimate 
that it would cost $3.12 to remove each 
less serious offense from one p erson’s 
criminal record.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Several 
times before 1956, a Texas man named 
John Brent Tarlton was held on 
various charges by local police and a 
record of each arrest was sent to the 
FBI. 
Each time, an FBI clerk dutifully 
recorded the arrest on Tarlton’* “rap 
sheet” in the FB I’s Washington 
headquarters. 
Upon request, almost any local 
police department, judge, prosecutor, 
bank or potential federal employer 
would have been provided Tarlton’* 
FBI criminal record. 
None of the arrest entries on 
Ta r I ton’s pre-1956 criminal records 
shows what happened to the initial 
charges. For all the FBI knew, the 
accusations might have been dropped. 
Yet, until Friday, the FBI could feel 
free to circulate Tarlton’* “rap sheet” 
to other police agencies all over the 
country. 
A federal judge said Friday that the 
time has come for the FBI to insure 
that its 21.4 million criminal files are 
not misused to damage the reputations 
of people with incorrect or out of date 
police records, 
U.S. Dist. Judge I*wis Smith Jr. 
declined, however, to order the FBI to 
seek out and eliminate all (rf its old or 
inaccurate data. 
Smith’s decision came as a result of 
a suit filed by Tarlton, who complained 
that his file carried arrest records 
more than 20 years old. 
‘Balancing personal rights with the 
valid needs of the criminal justice 
system, the court cannot order the 
wholesale expungement or non-dis­ 
semination of criminal records not 
meeting an arbitrary yardstick,” the 
judge said. 
Nonetheless, he said, “The FBI 
cannot proceed undisturbed by the 
serious danger to individuals caused 
by unreported dispositions and stale’ 
files, nor can it totally relegate 
responsibility for such deficiencies to 
local agencies and courts.” 
Smith also told the FBI it must: 
—Find a new way to update years- 
old arrest records that failed to show 
what happened to the initial charge. 
—Pass on challenges to the accuracy 
of FBI criminal records to local police 
departments and other law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
—Gradually remove entries of all 
less serious offenses like drunkenness, 
vagrancy, traffic violations and 
juvenile crimes from FBI files. The 
judge credited the FBI with already 
starting that task 
In his 15-page order, the judge also 
disclosed some interesting facts about 
FBI criminal files. 
For example, each work day, 7,000 
federal, state and local police agencies 
send in 10,000 fingerprints for filing 
with the FBI 
And he said nearly 70 per cent of the 
FBI files include at least one entry of 
an arrest that fails to show what hap­ 
pened to the charges.
